In his letter to the church at 
Ephesus the Apostle Paul is in- 
structing the saints concerning the 
walk of the believer as a new man 
in Christ Jesus. He was jealous for 
the cause of God. He knew the sub- 
tility of the devil; they did not. 


Who is the Devil? 
Too many do not know the devil, 


‘do not understand his subtility 


and deception, therefore fall a 
helpless victim to him.

They did not know it but rapid 
progress has been made in com- 
bating this deadly and most dread- 
ed disease thru the research and 
study of medical science since it 
reaped its first harvest of victims. 
Medical science is becoming to 
know the disease, how it works, 
etc., therefore, they have been able 
to save many from death. This is 
only one illustration. The rule ap- 
plies to any deadly disease or poi- 
son. There must be a knowledge of 
the attacking force before a vic- 
tory can be effected. The devil is 
that poison which penetrates so- 
ciety destroying every trace of vir- 
tue and high morals. As poison 
works on the different component 
parts of the human body, gradual- 
ly but permanently (if not check- 
ed) effecting death, just so the 
devil works on the component 
parts of society and the church, 
that is, the individuals constituting 
society and the church. The Apos- 
tle Paul knew this therefore he 
sounds warning to the saints. 


His Work In Society 


“Lest Satan (the devil) should 
get an advantage of us, for we are 
not ignorant of his devices,” 2 Cor. 
2:11. It is not enough to know the 


devil by name. We must know his 
devices. Paul was well versed on 
him and his deadly work in society 
in his day. I am not a pessimist but 
it is very evident that the devil has 
certainly penetrated and is operat- 
ing successfully in our social cir- 
cles today. In referring to society 
is meant the activities in the world 
outside the church. This fair coun- 
try of ours, looked upon by many 
heathen nations as “the Christian 
nation,” has become _ so polluted 
with the subtle work of the devil 
in society until our boys and girls 
are no longer safe unguarded by 
the strictest discipline. This many 
do not get therefore fall victims 
with the scores drawn into the 
traps set for the innocent. The cus- 
toms and fashions set forth year 
after year manifest more and more 
the works of the devil to over- 
throw and destroy every trace of 
virtue and self-respect. The dress 
fads are one of Satan’s strongest 
holds on society today. Improper 
dress will make inroads on virtue 
and self-respect quicker than any- 
thing else. Those who are careless 
as to proper dress certainly and 
surely give place to the devil. An 
improperly dressed MAN OR WO- 
MAN does not have the highest re- 
spect of the righteous opposite 
sex.

We 
anticipate by far the largest Gen- 
eral Assembly we have ever had, 
due first, to the large increase of

PUBLISHING HOUSE 


God has greatly blessed in the 
Publishing House during this year. 
We have been covered up with 
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work all the time. There is only 
one solution to the situation here 
and that is a new plant entirely. 
The work has taken on such pro- 
portions that we do not have room 
to place or handle stocks or work 
in process. Another press is badly 
needed and we do not have room 
to install it, and, of course, the 
present building being a frame is a 
fire hazard on which the rate of 
insurance is very high, and possi- 
ble loss would be little less than 
calamity to the Church. 

We have purchased and paid for 
$6000 worth of new machinery and 
equipment this year and from a fi- 
nancial standpoint the business is 
in A-1 condition. Our cash balance 
at the end of the year will be more 
than twice what it was when we 
assumed the responsibility of the 
Publishing House two years ago 
besides over $7000 worth of ma- 
chinery and equipment has been 
bought and paid for and my own 
salary has been paid from Pub- 
lishing House funds instead of 
from the tithe fund. We have add- 
ed five new and regular employees 
who have also been paid, and code 
prices forced upon us by NRA have 
been instituted and paid which 


costs the House a few thousand 
dollars. The Church is growing, 
the business is growing, and we 


appreciate your co-operation. The 
Sunday School literature has in- 
creased about 20 per cent in 
the Card and Beginner Classes, 
about 25 per cent in the Junior 
Class, and 40 per cent in the Adult 
Class during the last two years. 


Now you come to the General 
Assembly and help us praise God 
for His goodness to us. Everything 
will be done by the entertainment 
committee that can possibly be 
done for your satisfaction, com- 
fort,and convenience. Again we 
say, Come to the General Assem- 
bly. You are welcome! And remem- 
ber the date, Oct. 6-12; and the 
place, Memorial Auditorium, right 
in the heart of the city of Chatta- 
nooga.

Gvidence of Religion 


By FLOTUS COFFEY 


Divine Revelation 


By divine revelation is meant a 
supernatural communication of 
truth from God to man. By super- 
natural is meant beyond the light 
of nature or reason. 

All who believe in a god of in- 
finite wisdom, power, and good- 
ness, must admit the possibility of 
His revealing Himself to men in 
the manner He pleases, in order to 
convince and assure them that 
such communication is from Him- 
self. 

The probability of divine revela- 
tion appears when we _ consider, 
first, that mankind has_ in every 
age confessed their need of it; sec- 
ondly, that He is a very unnatural 
Father who never speaks to His 
children. Some of the wisest phil- 
osophers, as Socrates, have ex- 
pressed their hopes of such a reve- 
lation, while the more ignorant 
have given credit to pretended 
ones. This proves that the human 
soul has a natural and unappeas- 
able appetite for a book revelation 
of religious truth. Most of the 
forms of paganism express thein- 
selves through books. 

Necessity 

The necessity of this revelation 
is manifest from various consider- 
ations. 

1. Human opinions are nota 
sufficient guide of life and the rule 
of conduct, as they are various 
and contradictory. 

2. Human reason is insuffici- 
ent; for among those who profess 
to be guided by it, some worship 
the true God, some His works, 
some their own works, and some 
no God at all, though all ages have 
the same book of nature and the 
same power from which to derive 
moral rules. Though a few phil- 
osophers have arrived at sublime 
views of God, yet the mass of pa- 
gans have been sunkenin moral 
character, even in the most splen- 
did eras of Grecian and Roman 
civilization. Acts 17:18-23; Rom. 
1:18-238. 

3. The laws of God, which is the 
only sufficient rule, can be perfect- 
ly known only by revelation. Hence 
revelation is needed to furnish ade- 
quate motives to virtue and piety. 

4. The moral character of God 
the model of all moral excellence. 


cannot be fully disclosed through 
the material world any more than 
that of the mechanic can be clear- 
ly revealed by the machine which 
he has made. 

5. The moral condition of the 
ancient heathens is proof of this 
necessity. To this the sacred writ- 
ers, considered merely as histor- 
ians, bear testimony. Rom. 1:21- 
31; 3:9-18; 1 Cor. 6:9-10; Eph. 2:2- 
3. 

Heathen writers themselves tes- 
tify that the greatest crimes were 
countenanced by the arguments 
and examples of their moralists 
and philosophers. Infanticide,theft, 
and crimes against nature, the de- 
tail of which modesty forbids, 
were not only tolerated, but even 
enjoined, by their legislators and 
praised by their poets. This woulu 
not have been had not public opin- 
ion consented to and, in some 
measure, invited them. 

Even their religions sanctioned 
gross vices. In Corinth was a tem- 
ple of Venus with a thousand fe- 
male votaries bringing to her treas- 
ury the gains of their impurity.The 
Babylonians had a temple to which 
every virgin was religiously taught 
to resort for unchaste purposes. 

Socrates made morality the only 
subject of his philosophy, yet he 
recommended divination, and was 
himself addicted to fornication. 

Plato, the great disciple of Soc- 
rates, taught that to lie was hon- 
orable. 

Seneca, as favorable a speciman 
of heathen excellence as can be 
found, winks at fornication, and 
commends, and at length prac- 
tises suicide. 

Cato, extolled as a perfect model 
of virtue, was guilty of prostitution 
and drunkenness, and advocated, 
and finally practised, self-murder, 

Such was the moral condition of 
the ancient heathen; from which 
we argue the necessity of some- 
thing superior to the religion of 
nature. 

The moral condition of modern 
heathen is further proof of this 
necessity. The inhabitants of Cey- 
lon worship devils. 

The Hindus acknowledge one 
Supreme being, but never worship 
Him. Their writings encourage 
self-murder, human sacrifices, and 
the hurning of widows, to an 


alarming extent. 

The Chinese burn gold paper be- 
fore their idols, supposing it will 
become money in another world, 
and help the departed spirits of the 
poor to pay their way to heaven. 


The thugs of India waylay and 
murder strangers as acts of reli- 
gious duty. Their impurity sur- 
passes description. In slander and 
deception they are adepts. Their 
females are despised as soon as 
born; among some tribes immedi- 
ately put to death. They are never 
allowed an education, or cultiva- 
tion of any kind. When the hus- 
band dies the wife is either buried 
alive or burned on the funeral pile. 


The New Zealanders glory in 
war. They kill and eat their pris- 
oners, and consider the Supreme 
Being as a great invisible man 
eater. In some parts they suspend 
themselves in the air by large 
hooks thrust through their backs. 
Others cast themselves from a 
stage upon open knives inserted in 
packs of cotton. 

Now it is the Bible alone which 
makes us to differ from all these 
nations. Without it we should soon 
be like them—ignorant, super- 
stitious, impure, and cruel. Psa. 19: 
7-11; 119:9; Proy. 6:20-23. 

We prove this from the charac- 
ters of those among us who have, 
as far as possible, extricated them- 
selves from the influence of the 
Bible. See lives of Herbert, Hobbes, 
Bolingbroke, Hume, Rousseau, and 
Paine. 

Revelation, Oral and Written 

Revelation is distinguished into 
oral and written. By oral is meant 
traditional, or such as is transmit- 
ted by word of mouth from one 
age to another. Such were the 
revelations made to the patriarchs, 
and the longevity peculiar to the 
age served to preserve them from 
being corrupted. These original 
truths were thus handed down to 
Moses, who, by the direction of 
God on Siani, finally wrote them 


in five books, called the Penta- 
teuch. 

The leading facts of the Penta- 
teuch are, the creation of the 


world; of man; of primeval happi- 
ness; his fall; promise of a Savior; 
the deluge; preservation of a few; 
Babel; the call of Abraham; the 
bondage of Israel in Egypt; the ex- 
odus; and the giving of the law. 
These are all supported by the 
combined testimony of universal! 
tradition, history, and modern 
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science. 

A large portion of what Moses 
records fell under his personal ob- 
servation. Of those facts which 
preceded his time he had ample 
means of information in the lon- 
gevity of the ancients. Moses was 
contemporary with the contem- 
poraries of Abraham; Abraham 
with Noah; and Noah with the con- 
temporaries of Adam. In this way, 
under the divine guidance, the im- 
portant facts of the antediluvian 
world were probably gathered by 
Moses. Respecting those which 
took place prior to man’s creation, 
there must have been direct com- 
munication from God. 

Genuineness and Authenticity 

A genuine book is one that is 
written by its professed authors. 

We have ocular demonstration 
that the Bible exists. It must have 
been written by some one; if not 
by those whose names it bears, it 
is difficult to know who did write 
it. 

Wicked men would not be likely 
to produce a book like the Bible, 
which continually condemns them. 
Job 20:4-7, 29; Psa. 7:11; 19:17; 
11:5-6; 50:16-22; Isa. 57:20-21; 
Phil. 3:19; 2 Thess. 1:8-9; 2 Pet. 
2:1-19; Rev. 22:12-19. 

Good men could not be guilty of 
imposing their own works on the 
world as the works of God. 

The Church of God _ uniformly 
declares that the prophets and 
apostles wrote the Scriptures, And 
the Church of God has_ the same 
evidence of the existence of her 
fathers that we have of the exist- 
ence of our ancestors. 

An authentic book is one in 
which matters-of-fact are related 
as they really occurred. 

The sacred writers repeatedly 
assert that they wrote by inspira- 
tion from God. Isa. 8:1; Jer. 2:1; 
Ezek. 1:3. Paul by specifying pas- 
sages in his epistles ‘written not 
by commandment,” implies their 
inspiration. 1 Cor. 7:6; 2 Cor. 8:8, 
11, 17, and claims it in Rom. 9:1. 
To prove the truth of their asser- 
tion they pointed to miracles, 
which were publicly wrought, and 
universally acknowledged, at the 
time as real. 2 Pet. 1:16-18. For 
this they also suffered every thing, 
even death itself. This they would 
not have done to support what 
they knew to be false. 

Mode of Inspiration 

Respecting the particular man- 
ner of divine inspiration there are 
two opinions extant:

1. That the Spirit of God inspir- 
ed the thought; but that the writ- 
ers were left to express themselves 
in their own words and _ phrases, 
but they were so guided that they 
were kept from theological errors. 

2. That every word was sug- 
gested to them by the Spirit of 
+od, and that the writers did noth- 
ing but write. This is verbal inspir- 
ation. 

The following texts seem to fa- 
vor the latter opinion: “The Holy 
Ghost by the mouth. of David 
spake,” Acts 1:16. ‘“Well spake the 
Holy Ghost by Esaias the prophet,” 
Acts 28:25. “Holy men of old spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost,” 2 Pet. 1:21. “The Spirit 
speaketh expressly” (in express 
words), 1 Tim. 4:1. 
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Both views secure the Scripture 
from all error. 

A uniformity of style and man- 
ner in the different writers was by 
no means essential to this kind of 
inspiration, which is called  plen- 
ary; that is, full. God may speak in 
as great a variety of styles as the 
thirty-five or more different writ- 
ers of the sixty-six books of the 
Bible. 

The peculiar style of each writ- 
er, instead of being removed, was 
probably enriched, and appropriat- 
ed to his own design by the Holy 
Ghost. 

The richest treasure of God’s 
will not be discovered unless the 
Holy Ghost Himself becomes the 
revealer. Ps. 119:18; Luke 24:45; 
John 16:13; 1 Cor. 2:9-16. 
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FINAL REPORT ON MY TRIP 
TO CENTRAL AMERICA 


By J. H. INGRAM 


INTRODUCTION: This is the 
last of a series of articles written 
on my recent trip to Central 
America and is in reality a contin- 
uation of “Missionary Life and 
Work in Guatemala, C. A.,” dealt 
with in my last writing. But before 
getting back to the subject I should 
like to say something more with 
reference to the country itself, 
especially Antigua, the old Span- 
ish Capital of Central America. 
Guatemala being an independent 
republic of course has its own laws 
and legends, its patriotism and dis- 
tinctive population. But for three 
hundred years it was a part of 
Spain’s cherished possessions in 
the new world, which has _ pro- 
foundly affected the spiritual and 
material life of the country, and 
the place where one can see this 
era and feel its influence most 
vividly is in Antigua. 

Antigua 

Twenty-five miles from the pres- 
ent capital there lies, under the 
bright sky and between two s.iv- 
age, impressive volcanoes, all that 
is left of what was for two hun- 
dred and thirty years one of the 
most splendid cities on the North 
American continent. And it did not 
evolve from cow paths or a vil- 
lage, or a frontier town, as have so 
many of our cities in the United 


States. When the Spanish conquis- 
tadores decided upon this site — 
cool because it was 5,500 feet 
above the sea, and brilliant be- 
cause of the tropical sun—they 
brought their own architects and 
engineers, their own artists and 
artisans and laid out along the 
noblest lines a city in which Span- 
ish senoras in laces, Spanish 
grandees in velvets and Spanish 
priests in embroidered vestments 
could feel quite at home. The city 
was planned according to the tra- 
ditions of old Spain with a central 
plaza around which fine horses and 
carriages could parade during the 
fashionable evening promenade. 
There were arcaded palaces with 
grilled windows—which gave them 
the appearance of jails—fronting 
the plaza, and the rear doors open- 
ed into secluded, walled patios with 
fountains, birds, flowers and fruits. 
At the time of the log cabin in New 
England there were stately pal- 
aces in Antigua. At the time of the 
wooden meeting house in New 
York and Virginia there were fifty- 
nine churches, ten convents and a 
half-dozen monasteries in Antigua, 
holding treasures in images of 
gold and silver, paintings, carved 
furniture, brocaded hangings 
which had never reached the 
shores of her distant neighbor to 
the north. Before Harvard and 
Yale had been thought of there 
was founded the Royal University 
of San Carlos, where _ scholarly 
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Spanish professors tayght the arts, 
the sciences and the humanities. 
Spain had planned handsomely and 
built accordingly over a period of 
two hundred and thirty years and 
it was within the confines of Anti- 
gut—the city of a hundred tem- 
ples—where she carried out her 
haughty customs and cruel colon- 
ial policies. 

But the scene changed one day, 
with the coming of the _ great 
earthquake. The volcanos, fire and 
water had other functions than to 
form a background for the proud 
and wicked city which was left in 
ru'‘ns a few moments after the 
earth in this vicinity had been tak- 
en through a strange paroxysm 
which has never been fully com- 
prehended. This marked the pass- 
ing of the fifth capital, the last one 
before being wiped out by a de- 
luge of mud and water’ which 
burst forth from the sides of the 
volcano of water. After this the 
capital was rebuilt on its present 
site and was severely shaken again 
in 1917, since when it has been 
practically rebuilt as near earth- 
quake-proof as science can devise. 
I passed through the little town of 
Antigua afoot on my way out and 
was very much impressed by the 
surrounding scenes. Nothing but 
marks of ruin and desolation ev- 
erywhere. 

The Guatemalan Indian 

The Indians we see in Guate- 
mala today may remind us of the 
Indians in North America, their 
coppery skins, their straight black 
hair, small hands and feet being 
similar. But they have a historical 
antiquity and continuity which is 
more remarkable than anything we 
know of similar tribes in the Unit- 
ed States. They, the Indians of 
Guatemala, are the direct descend- 
ants of the Maya, a subtle sophis- 
ticated race who long before Christ 
had developed the foremost civili- 
zation in the western hemisphere. 
Fifteen hundred years ago, the 
Maya were, in some respects, the 
most advanced race in the entire 
world. In mathematics and astron- 
omy they surpassed any people ex- 
isting at that time or previous to 
that time, not excepting the Hin- 
dus, Greeks, Romans or other early 
Europeans. The first empire of the 
Maya—called the “Old Empire’ — 
which began 69 B.C. and had its 
center in the Yucatan peninsula, 
lasted for more than 600 years af- 
ter the beginning of the Christian 
era. It enjoyed a high state of civi- 
lization when the Angles and 
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Saxons were skin clad barbarians 
in the fastness of the North Ger- 
man forests. It is difficult to realize 
either the art or the superiority of 
this Maya civilization without see- 
ing for oneself those mementos of 
it which still exist in the way of 
ruined cities, etc. Guatemala has 
three distinct climate ranges; 
namely, hot, temperate and cold, 
depending upon the altitude tn 
feet above the sea. From one to 
three crops a year can be raised, 
depending upon the Iccal climate. 
The Indians have been’ gradually 
retiring to the mountain regions 
before the present-day civilized 
ruling class and live very primitive 
lives. The writer visited in ten of 
the twenty-two or three provinces 
or departments of the Republic and 
never saw as much as a cruoked- 
stick ox-drawn plow, all the work 
being done with large hoes. Corn 
which is the principal grain crop 
has been developed from the small 
Indian maize plant, which in its 
native state was scarcely more 
than grass, today compares favor- 
ably with our North American 
horse corn. The Indians have dei- 
fied the maize plant and the wor- 
ship of the same formerly occupied 
a part of their religious services. 
These people dress and live in 
houses suited to the different cli- 
mate ranges. In the hot low lands 
they wear few clothes, often only 
loin cloths and live in grass houses, 
in the cooler belts they wear warm- 
er clothes and live in more substan- 
tial homes. They weave their lin- 
ens and cotton goods by hand 
principally from imported thread, 
but the woolen goods are made 
from native wool since there is 
considerable sheep-raising in the 
mountain highlands. In fact every- 
thing most needed for the suste- 
nance of life, is produced locally 
and made by hand. 
Government and Religion 

For about three hundred years 
Guatemala was under the ruling 
hand of Spain with the church and 
state going along hand in hand, 
their joint plans being cruelly car- 
ried out at the point of the bayonet. 
In about the year of 1821 Guate- 
mala won her independence from 
the Spanish crown and became an 
independent republic. Fifty years 
later, in the year 1871, a great mili- 
tary leader in the person of Senor 
Don Justo Rufino Barrios, headed 
a revolution which overthrew the 
Catholic regime and about two 
years later he was made President 
and a separation of the church and 
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state was brought about, in the 
meantime all church property was 
confiscated to the government and 
made public property and while 
they were and are allowed the free 
use of these properties for wor- 
ship, they can not own any proper- 
ty in the name of the church—this 
of course applies to all churches. 
Since that time full religious liber- 
ty has been accorded all Protes- 
tant churches the same as the 
Catholics. But lately there have 
been so many Catholic priests flee- 
ing to Guatemala from Mexico, 
that the government has had to 
place restrictions upon the entry 
of all missionaries in order not to 
show partiality. So now no other 
missionaries can go to Guatemala 
except to replace those who die or 
are furloughed home. However, | 
found a way to avoid some of the 
technicalities of this ruling on my 
trip there and having a letter froin 
the President gave me favor with 
the people in general from thr: 
nighest to the lowest. 

My Visit Among the Quiches 

In the last article I gave an ac- 
count of my visit among the Cak- 
chiquels. And if you remember we 
were encamped on (fie shores oj} 
Lake Atitlan. We were up early the 
next day and on the lookout for 
some one to row us across the 
lake to the Bible School fourteen 
miles away. One of the native dug- 
out log canoes soon hove in sight 
and after making land about two 
dozen of us piled in, among the 
number was one prisoner with 
arms roped behind him, being in 
charge of two soldiers. The trip 
across was made in about three 
hours as the water was very calm 
at the time. 

Arriving at Panajachel I was en- 
tertained in the mission rest home 
by Rev. and Mrs. Frank Bundy, 
faculty members of the Robison- 
Indian-Bible Institute. In the even- 
ing I was the guest of Rev. and 
Mrs. Carl Malmstrom at a chicken 
supper. Mr. Malmstrom is the dean 
of the school and presented me 
with a large copy of the New Tes- 
tament in Spanish and Cakchichel, 
which I treasurer very highly. 
These good folks furnished me 
with a rain cape and a nice lunch 
to take along, and a mule to ride 
about twenty-seven miles to my 
next stop. 

“Old Patsy,” the little white, 
mountain mule, which I was to 
ride, was referred to as being “de- 
mon possessed” since she became

His Work in the Church 


The church is the last place 
many would go to find the devil.

Much of Paul’s instruc- 
tions all thru the epistles are de- 
voted to ways and means whereby 
the church might successfully 
combat and overcome the work of 
the devil in the church. This too 
proves very forcibly that the 
church is a literal visible body. 
Though Paul in our text warns 
that the church give no place to 
the devil, the door of opportunity 
is often opened to the devil and the 
sad thing of it is, this is too of- 
ten done thru ignorance. But by a 
thorough study of the Word and 
the knowledge of the Word prop- 
erly applied in everyday life, one 
will not be ignorant of Satan’s de- 
vices, therefore barring him from 
any place at all. A church func- 
tioning harmoniously is the most 
influential institution in the world, 
“a city that is set on a hill cannot 
be hid,” a standard for society as 
well as the spiritual life. There- 
fore, the devil has his guns mus- 
tered against the church. 

The Ministry 

The ministry is God’s represen- 
tatives in the world, the leaders In 
the church. Much of the Apostle 
Paul’s warnings and _ instructions 
are directed to the ministry, and 
though they be human it is expect- 
ed that they should never give the 
smallest place @ the devil. The 
church is most influentially Jed bv 
a ministry wise to the workings of 


the devil in all his subtility to over- 
throw the purpose of God thru the 
church. A great responsibility rests 
on the ministry of the church. The 
devil puts in overtime in his effort 
to pollute the ministry, and it is a 
sad day in the life of any minister 
who thru past experiences or suc- 
cess attained becomes negligent as 
to his duties and responsibilities 
as a minister. He is the example of 
the flock, a pattern. Indeed the 
ministry need and should have the 
prayers of the entire church, that 
they may be able to always and 
under all circumstances detect the 
snares and pitfalls of the devil and 
steer clear of them. Jealousy 
among the ministry is another of 
the devil’s deadly tools. “Jealousy 
is cruel as the grave. The coals 
thereof are coals of fire, which 
hath a most vehement flame.” 
Songs of Solomon 7:6. The minis- 
ter that has been burnt by the 
flames of the jealousy of a fellow 
minister can say with the Psalm- 
ist David, “For it was not an en- 
emy that reproached me, then I 
could have borne it. Neither was 
it he that hated me that did mag- 
nify himself against me: then 1 
would have hid myself from him. 
But it was thou, aman of mine 
equal, my guide, and mine ac- 
quaintance,” Psa. 55:12, 13. 

The poisonous work the devil 
puts over as a result of jealousy 
among the ministry is sad indeed. 
There is a righteous jealousy, God 
commends this, in that we con- 
tend for His high standards. But 
the jealousy referred to by Solo- 
mon is of the devil. This jealousy 
is envious of the success and at- 
tainments of others. Paul’s warn- 
ing to “give no place to the devil” 
is timely for the ministry today. 
Some doubters would be slow te 
acknowledge that there is a possi- 
bility of jealousy ever being mani- 
fested among the Holy Ghost bap- 
tized ministers, nevertheless the 
truth, “ty their fruits ye shali 
know them,” stands out clear in 
every case where such exists. Good 
influential ministers are some- 
times drawn into this snare of the 
devil unaware of it, and lend their 
influence to factions or make ex- 
pressions which are just as deadly 
and cruel to their fellow minister 
as the grave itself. This is done 
ignorant of the fact that it is the 
work of the devil and it is almost 
sacriligious to think that such 


could happen among the ministry. 

Every minister has his own dif- 
ficult problems to solve, some have 
more difficult ones, and in our 
walk thru the world together as 
representatives of Christ this out- 
standing fact should never be over- 
looked. A minister crippled by the 
snares of the devil, whether it be 
his spiritual, moral, or business 
life that is involved, is an object 
of much prayer and help, and 
those who have been more fortu- 
nate should offer every means of 
assistance possible to help such an 
one. To neglect an offending or ¢r- 
ring minister is surely giving the 
devil the largest place to do his 
lasting work. There should be no 
place for the devil among the min- 
istry, in these days of apostasy 
and modernisin. The minister who 
flirts with the world is giving place 
to the devil, and in due time will 
reap the harvest. The minister who 
is negligent in his business affairs 
is opening a wide place for the 
devil to cripple his influence. It re- 
quires no little effort on the part 
of an underpaid minister to stay on 
the field and at the same time 
keep his debts paid. (Too often 
those to whom he ministers is in 
fault by not doing their Bible part 
by tithing and giving proper offer- 
ings). The devil has certainly made 
inroads on many a good minister 
during the depression. The writer 
has suffered no little bit along this 
line and has certainly become to 
know the devil’s subtle work in 
this connection. 

A minister drawn into a finan- 
cial snare of the devil should never 
stack arms and quit; that would 
be giving place to the devil. The 
gifts and callings of God are with- 
out repentance, and the only thing 
left to do is push on asking God 
to help you out in His own way. A 
minister offering undue criticism 
about his financially depressed 
fellow minister is certainly giving 
place to the devil, and shows a 
biased conception of spirituality. 

“Pilgrim’s Progress,” one of the 
most valued books of today, was 
written by John Bunyan while im- 
prisoned for debts he could not 
pay. The father of one of our great 
reformers spent much of his time 
in prison for the same offence and 
there are precious good men of 
God today who are laboring under 
the galling yoke of wapaid debts, 
but still they push on, and put 
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forth every possible effort to pay 
their just obligations. They have 
the call and feel “woe is me if 1 
preach not the gospel.” They cer- 


tainly need the prayers and syin- . 


pathy of their fellow ministers. 

The devil is an enemy to unity in 
the church, and it requires no lit- 
tle effort on the part of the laity 
of the church to block the place the 
devil would occupy. The church is 
composed of men and women unit- 
ed from all walks of life, coming 
from varied and contrasted en- 
vironments, tutored under differ- 
ent disciplines as malgamation of 
diversities of dispositions, temper- 
ments, and knowledge, both na- 
tionally and religiously. These are 
to live peaceably together in the 
church. About nine times out of 
every ten where the unity of the 
church is disturbed it is due to ig- 
norance on the part of the laity 
as to how the devil works to de- 
stroy unity. Peter in his first epis- 
tle warns the laity relative to the 
Christian walk. In the fifth chap- 
ter and eighth verse we read, “BE 
SOBER, be vigilant,because YOUR 
ADVERSARY the devil as a roar- 
ing lion walketh about seeking 
whom he may devour.” He has 
gained entrance into many once- 
united bands and disrupted faith 
and unity, and many went down; 
but a sober, vigilant laity will not 
give place for the devil. There will 
be no place for him.

unmanageable at times and the 
first thing she did was to start 
running away with me, taking me 
on a wild ride for a while but soon 
became very gentle. One of the na- 
tive Indian believers went along to 
bring back the animal. He also 
acted as guide and_ interpretey, 
since I did not know the way and 
did not understand the dialect and 
many of the people did not know 
any Spanish. Our first step was 
made on a high table land about 
10,000 feet above the sea where 
we entered the sheep grazing lands 
and shared some stewed lamb with 
an Indian family in a little hut by 
the side of the trail, and warmed 
by the open fire, as it was very 
cool on this level. We _ passed 
through many heavy pine forests 
and saw the men cutting out lum- 
ber by hand with crude rip-saws. 
The trail was barely passable in 
places as we made our way around 
and over the rocks up the steep 
mountain sides, crossing dozens of 
déep barrancas or gorges over nar- 
10w bridges made by placing some 
two or three logs loosely together 
with the top sides hewn off so as 
to form a fiat surface. We got to 
within three miles of our destina- 
tion when dark overtook us and 
we could go no further, so we spent 
the night with an Indian family 
sleeping on the ground in a little 
lean-to shed. We were very cold 
and damp so we warmed our feet 
by the fire in the corner of the 
shed while some members of the 
family went to the field with a 
pine-torch light to get some green 
stuff for the animal. In the mean- 
time the good house wife took a 
side of ribs from a pig which had 
just been butchered and broiled it 
on the coals of the fire by which 
we had been warming and our sup- 
per was soon ready. 


“In the morning I dismissed my 
guide and continued on foot to the 
town of Totonicapan where I met 
Senor Don Maria Enriquez who is 
in charge of the Primitive Metho- 
dist Mission there. We held two 
services at this place, after which 
I left on horse back en route to 
Chuicaca fifteen miles away and 
across another high mountain. 
Don Jose accompanied me on this 
trip. He not only speaks the Span- 
ish but the Quiche dialect and we 
gave out the Word in both lan- 
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guages to a large crowd. Some of 
the brethren from Totonicapan 
walked and came in time for ser- 
vice. Don Baltazar Chacaj Tzumux 
is in charge of the work here and 
joined our party on the return to 
Totonicapan where we held anoth- 
er service. From here we went to 
San Cristobal six miles distant 
where we received a glad welcome 
by Don Jose Cruz Figueroa, the 
pastor, and enjoyed another won- 
derful outpouring of the Spirit. 
From here we went to Quetzalte- 
nango for another meeting, being 
accompanied by these brethren. At 
all four of these places the people 
are Pentecostal in faith. There are 
about fourteen congregations in 
this section where they are having 
wonderful revivals, with out-pour- 
ings of the Holy Ghost. We can not 
go into details now but a move is 
on foot to organize all or some of 
them into the Church of God. 
Please pray. 

From the latter place we left for 
the capital, passing by the Volca- 
no Santa Maria mentioned in 
another article. I wired the Presi- 
dent I was terminating my visit to 
the republic and he put me in 
touch with the department of Ex- 
terior Relations, which office is- 
sued my permit to leave the coun- 
try. 

Space will not permit the telling 
of all my experiences and of the 
opportunities of ministering. For 
instance, on the ship returning 
home I was called to pray for a 
sick Chinaman who confessed 
Christ after being ministered to 
through an interpreter. It was on- 
ly about twenty-five hundred miles 
from San Jose De Guatamela to 
Long Beach, Calif., and we made 
it in five days and nights-on one 
of the large fast steamers, cutting 
a day off the old schedule, and I 
never experienced the slightest 
Eeasickness. On the arrival in Cal- 
ifornia I found Prince Aung Maung 
Cherenzi, head of the Dyan-Budd- 
hist world movement. He is ar- 
ranging to open a work here in an- 
ticipation of the visit of a thousand 
of his apostles. Should this not stir 
us to greater missionary activi- 
ties? 

The following by Russell Brad- 
ley Jones may serve as a little re- 
minder: “The missionary passion 
is one of the fundamental ele- 
ments of a healthful life and if that 
passion is dying out, we are in 
great danger as churches and in- 
dividual Christians, of loosing the 
semblance of life we have. It is a 
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fact that can be demonstrated, 
that churches die or else become 
mere social organizations when 
the missionary pulse grows weak. 
It is also a fact, evidence of which 
is all about us, that individual 
Christians become mere automata 
when there is no passion for the 
proclamation of the Gospel of His 
love.”

MICAH CHAMPIONS THE OPPRESSED 


TEXT: Micah 6:1-12 — MEMORY VERSES: John 15:12, 14 


TIME: Micah prophesied about 740-710 B. C. 
PLACE: Micah’s home was in Morasheth-gath, about twenty miles southwest of 


Jerusalem. 


GOLDEN TEXT: He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with 


thy God?—Micah 6:8. 


LEADING THOUGHT: God is always ready to help those who are oppressed and 


wrongfully treated. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
A CALL TO GIVE EAR 

Vv. 1. “Hear ye now what the Lord 
saith.” The whole nation is addressed 
and bidden to give heed to God’s plead- 
ings before judgments are meted out. 
God’s mercy always gives warning. 
“Arise, contend thou before the moun- 
tains, and let the hills hear thy voice.” 
The prophet is commanded to plead as an 
advocate between the highness of Jeho- 
vah’s justice and holiness, and the peo- 
ple. It seems as if God asks the moun- 
tains and hills to héar His voice and 
pleadings unto His people Israel, as 
these have witnessed God’s gracious 
dealings with His people from olden 
times. They have borne witness of His 
patience, loving mercies and tender pro- 
vidences. 

Vv. 2. “Hear ye, O mountains, the 
Lord’s controversy.” It is not uncommon 
to call nature to witness the appeals of 
Jehovah, Deut. 4:26; 32:1; Isaiah 1:2; 
Jer. 22:29. “And ye strong foundations of 
the earth: for the Lord hath a contro- 
versy with his people, and he will plead 
with Israel.” The mountains are called 
everlasting, Gen. 49.26; Deut. 33:15. The 
Lord’s controversy with His people is an 
effort to show them their sin and unbe- 
lief intent upon reasoning together, that 
they may return and be saved, Isa. 1:18; 
Hosea 4:1; 12:2. The mountains and 
hitls remain firm and unchangeable and 
ere a possible comparison of Jehovah’s 
judgments in contrast with man’s lif? 
and doings which are transitory. God 


pleads with His people that He may 
save them. 
Vv. 3. “O my people, what have I 


done unto thee?” In His controversy Je- 
hovah questions if He has occasioned the 
fal! of Israel, ‘And wherein have I wea- 
ried thee?” As if to question, “Have my 
requirements been too hard or have I not 
kept my promises?” to which He adds, 
“Testify against me.” The latter is a 
judicial term but the manner of conver- 
sation is full of entreaty, and after ex- 
tension of Jehovah’s kindness He gives 
Israe] a chance to testify concerning the 
reasons of her conduct. 
DELIVERANCE SUMMARIZED 

V. 4. “For I brought thee up out of 

the land of Egypt.” This marvelous de 


liverance thru God’s intervention recalls 
His blessings when they were oppressed 
and unfortunate. “And redeemed thee out 
of the house of servants.” Rather of bond- 
age. This redemption began in Gen. 3:15, 
with the promise of victory for the hu- 
man race over the serpent, and ends with 
an invitation in Rev. 22:17 to come, 
drink, inherit, etc. God herein enumer- 
ates His benefits mentioned in Exod, 13: 
3, 14; Deut. 8:14. “And I sent before thee 
Moses, Aaron, and Miriam.” As chosen 
leaders, Psa. 77:20. Moses the inspired 
leader, teacher and lawgiver. Aaron the 
priest, and director of divine worship. 
Miriam the prophetess who led the praises 
of the people of their deliverance at the 
Red Sea, Exod. 14:20; she also had a 
special mission to the women of Israel, 
Num. 12:1, 2. 

Vv. 5. “O my people, remember now 
What Balak king of Moab consulted, and 
what Balaam the son of Beor answered 
him.” Jehovah recalls how that Balak 
had conspired with Balaam to curse Is- 
rael and how he had pronounced blessing 
instead, thus defeating the designs of 
Balak and sorceries of Balaam. “From 
Shittim unto Gilgal.” Shittim was the 
Israelites’ last station before crossing the 
Jordan, and Gilgal the first, in the land 
of Canaan. God again renumerates His 
blessings to them in this new location 
under Joshua. They had sinned in Shit- 
tim but had been shown mercy, Num. 2b. 
“That ye may know the righteousness of 
the Lord.” Thus God cites a number of 
deliverances and blessings administered 
thru His faithfulness and fulfillment of 
His promises. 


ISRAEL’S LACK OF TRUE COMPRE- 
HENSION 


V. 6. “Wherewith shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself before the high 
God?” The language is as if the congre- 
gation was asking the prophet how they 
might approach and propitiate their of- 
fended Lord, intent on obtaining favor. 
It also suggests humiliation in bowing in 
worship before the most high God. “Shall 
I come before him with burnt offerings, 
with calves of a year old?” Burnt offer- 
ings typified Christ entering into judg- 
ment for us, and calves were the choicest 
victims preferred for such offering, Ex. 
12:5; Lev. 9:2, 3. 
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Vv. 7. “Will the Lord be pleased with 
thousands of rams?” The ram was a 
common offering for sacrifice. Only once 
were these effered in such numbers as 
is here mentioned, 1 Kings 8:6, 3, at the 
dedication of Solomon’s temple. “Or with 
ten thousands of rivers of oil?” Oil was 
used in the daily meat offerings and in 
that which accompanied every burnt of- 
fering, Ex. 29:40; Lev. 7:10, 12; Num. 
15:4. “Shall I give my firstborn for my 
transgression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul?” Manasseh had offer- 
ed one of his sons as a sacrifice, 2 Kings 
21:2. Jephthah had also offered his 
daughter. It is thought that many follow- 
ed such practice. If any of the offerings 
here enumerated were given it would 
only conform with a temporary require- 
ment of Jehovah, and some would be fi- 
nally rejected and certainly the grear 
quantities, as only a sufficient amount 
incident to pointing to Christ our Pass- 
over would be necessary. Yet though Is- 
rael might do these, it follows that what 
God desired would in the end be lacking, 
concerning which we have the following 
answer, 

WHAT JEHOVAH DESIRES 

Vv. 8. “He hath shewed thee, O man, 
what is good.” God made this revelation 
to us thru Moses and in the Law in the 
Old Testament and thru Christ in the 
New. “And what doth the Lord require 
of thee.” The Lord requires righteous 
conduct from all men and not mere for- 
mal worship. It was not the outward op- 
servance of moral precepts in sacrifices 
and offerings but a life of devotion and 
righteousness which Jehovah demanded. 
“But to do justly.” Deal fair with your 
fellowmen. Act equitably, hurt nobody 
by word or deed. This was the very oppo- 
site of Israel’s general conduct, see chap. 
2:1, 2, 8; 3:2. “And to love mercy.” By 
being guided in their conduct toward 
others in manifestation of loving kind- 
ness. These laws conform to required 
benefits of one’s neighbor. “And to walk 
humbly with thy God?” Humility and obe- 
dience before God is man’s duty. To walk 
with God is an expression which impliez 
to live and act in humility. Such was 
termed by the patriarchs as walking with 
God. 

THE VOICE OF THE LORD 

Vv. 9. “The Lord’s voice crieth unto the 
city.” Jerusalem is meant since Micah 
was a prophet of Judah. It is no longer 
the prophet speaking but the voice of the 
Lord. “And the man of wisdom shall see 
thy name.” The true reading is, “Hear thy 
name.” As it 1s written, “The fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” The 
wise man fears God and obeys Him. 
“Hear ye the rod, and who hath appoint- 
ed it.” By the rod is meant God’s anger 
in judgment, a reference to the Assyrian 
invasion. It is God who hath ordained 
this chastisement,. 

A SCORCHING INQUIRY 

V. 10. “Are there yet the treasures of 
wickedness in the house of the wicked?” 
“Do the wicked still] continue treasures 
obtained by wrong.” “And the scant meas- 
ure that is abominable?” Literally the 
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ephah of leanness. It contained about 
three pecks. Fraudulent weights and 
measures are denounced in Lev. 19:35; 
Deut. 25:14; Prov. 20:10, 23; Amos 8:5. 
See New Testament measure, Luke 6:38. 

V. 11. “Shall I count them pure with 
the wicked balances, and with the bag 
of deceitful weights?” Literally, shall I 
be pure with such transgressors. “Can I 
be guiltless with such deceit about me?” 

V. 12. “For the rich men thereof are 
full of violence, and the inhabitants there. 
of have spoken lies, and their tongues is 
deceitful in their mouth.” They had just 
been charged with injustice and fraud 
and are further denounced for practic- 
ing all kinds of violence. The entire city 
Was given to dangerous and destructive 
lies. God cannot lie and He must chas- 
tise and correct all liars.
